Claims 11, 13-14, 17-18, and 21 allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not disclose adding a nitrosonium ion generator into an aqueous liquid to remove 
nitrogen from organic-based nitrogen contaminants at a controlled temperature; and 
oxidizing the aqueous liquid by adding peroxide in the presence of activated carbon.
